CTO in the near future, .and 
keep the technology goals on 
track. 

‘I put together a job descrip- 
tion back in ( )ctober, now it*s 
a matter of posting it," said 
Cataldo. 

Senior saxl he hopes to find 
a new CTO sometime in early 
2015. In the meantime, both 
the town and school district 
have several technology- 
related initiatives aiming into 
view. 

"We’ve been doing a lot of 
work internally, and in 2015 
we ll see die fruits of tliat," said 
Senior.

Ihe town manager rermflv 
reflected on his first vear in 
Cohasset; Senior started in 
January 2014 after 10 years 
.is deputy town supervisor in 
North 1 lempstead. New York. 

Kariy on. Senior compared 
his airrent community to Iils 
former, referring to both as 
"coastal communities with 
good school systems " And 
while one of his goals for 
North Hempstead was to 
lend a "small -town feel" to a 
larger community, in Cohas- 
set Senior is striving to bnng 
big city services to town wink* 
maintaining a close-knit com- 
munity quality 

Implementing new tech- 
nology has helped foster 
that goal. One of the items 
on Seniors to-do list was to 
update the towm’s website; 
Honnell completed a new site 
that was rolled out earlier tins 
year, along with Geographic 
Information System (GIS; 
mapping software. 

The new system can help 
the fire department "map fin* 
hydrants," for example, said 
Senior. "We didn’t have that 
( capability ) liefore." 

The town manager hopes 
to continue to utilize this 
and other technology in the 
coming year. While Cohasset 
is "not on the cutting edge by 
any means, it helps us lever- 
age our resources," said Senior. 
"We re a smdl town; we only 
have so many resources. Its 
good to use technology to 
improve accessibility." 

The new website has 
enabled the town to post 
board meeting minutes 
online sooner. "Were trying 
to put more information out 
and be more transparent," 
said Senior. The new site 
has "allowed us to put more 
information up’ which has 
"improved [ the publics ] abil- 
ity to acres® government 

"It’s not just a new website,’ 
Senior added. "It s a much

It can make visits 
to Town Hall go a whole lot 
smoother’’

Coming in mid- January. 
Coh asset residents will be 
able to download the Com- 
monwealth Connect app 
known a.s “See Click Fix," 
which enables users to snap a 
photo of a pothole, or a limb 
that needs cutting, and send 
it right to the top - then track 
how long it takes to have the 
matter resolved. 

"Citizens will be able to see 
something, have ils respond to 
it. and track w hat we did." said 
Senior, .ulding that he used a 
similar “constituent response 
svstem" back in Nortii I lemp- 
stead. “I think it’s reassuring to 
people" to he able to actively 
engage with their local gov- 
ernment, lie said. 

Senior shared another 
innovative prugnun from his 
prior community: a call center 
for citizens’ complaints that 
evolved into a way to con- 
nect with seniors and help

’The school website is also 
a priority for 2015. “I’m sure 
its going to happen over the 


summer, said Cataldo, .adding 
that it has vet t»» \x* updated 
Ixvause tlie company who set 
up the site is no longer part 
of the state Department of 
Educations “E-Rate system," 
which helps fund school 
websites. Also forthcoming: 
Cohasset schools Facebook 
•and Twitter accounts. 

“This summer is the 
summer to work hard on 
these items," said Cataldo. 

In other tech news, .ill three 
schools now have working 
IobbyGuard electronic secu- 
rity sign-in kiosks at the front 
(kx>rs. Cataldo said this week 
that the kiosks are all up to 
date. 

'Ihe town manager is also 
excited for w'hat the schools 
iin* planning for tlx* New Year, 
.and hopes tlx* town can follow 
suit 

"There’s a focus on the 
twenty-first century class- 
room; we’d like to get to the 
twenty-first century Town 
I lall, too, to make what we 
do more effective," said Senior. 

The sky ’s the limit" when it 
comes to technology, the town 
manager added “But we want 
to do it the right way." 

Other goals 

While technology' is still a 
major focus, both the town 
and school district have other 
irons in the fire. 

Also on Seniors 2015 “wish 
list": getting Cohasset 1 harbor 
dredged, after the federally 
funded project bv the Army 
Corps of Engineers was 
delayed this past fall. Senior

“It’s fair to sav we’re all 
paying attention to Beacon 

I I ill. watching the states fiscal 
situation,” said Senior. "We’re 
really advocating our legisla- 
tures to protect local aid... Its 
critiodh importmt" 

In an effort to encourage 
citizen engagement in town 
government - one of the 
Board of Selectmen’s goals 
for this year, said Senior - the 
town manager has been hold- 
ing public "fiscal forecasting 
sessions" on various topics, 
including fees, assessments 
and state aid. Senior said he 
hopes to hold more of these 
sessions in the spring, and 
bring the schotJ district into 
the loop with a session on 
enrollment projections. 

"I think it could be helpful," 
said Senior. 

Cataldo said that she and 
School Business Manager 
Dave Gennaro are hard at 
work on "enrollment man- 
agement" for the next school 
year, “looking into the statisti- 
cal analysis of how we make 
some determinations moving 
forward. 

"We’re studying or financial 
numbers and what we need 
to have to move forward suc- 
cessfully in the district," she 
added. “Our eyes will be on 
the budget, which backtracks 
into enrollnxint management" 

One goal of the district is 
to work with Town Hall to 
“continue to seek ways to 
help families file their census" 
in order to help the school 
accurately project enrollment 
numbers, said Cataldo. 

Another 2015 issue will 
be evaluating the district’s 
annual student trip to Camp 
Boumedale. Its “one of the 
bigger things we’ve reviewed 
this year," tlie superintendent 
said, “and it will continue into 
2015 ” A committee charged to 
review the matter “Ills come to 
a decision," sard Cataldo, and 
will present to the school com- 
mittee in January or February. 

Ihe superintendent is also 
looking back on the success- 
ful vv*<ir Cohasset schools have 
had, so far. Among her high- 
lights: watching the Cohasset 
High School footbiill team 
become Division VI cham- 
pions at the “Super Bowl" in 
Gillette Stadium two weeks 
ago. *, 

“Obviously we’re very 
proud of ;dl the students who 
jxirticipate in sports, and are 
particularly proud this year of 
the football teiim winning the 
Super Bow l," said Cataldo. 

She also commended the 
high school’s performing arts 
students, who put on "spec- 
tacular" performances during 
the “Guys and Dolls” musical 
and winter concert Ihe super- 
intendent thanked the schcxds’ 
PSO, Cohasset Education 
Foundation, and South Short* 
Playhouse Associates for con- 
tributing to the $30,000 that 
was used to purchase new 
lighting and souixl system for 
the 1 ligh School auditorium. 

“You can see the difference 
when you're in the audito- 
rium,” said Cataldo, tlianking 
the fundraising groups for 
their continued support of the 
schools. It’s one of many thing* 
the supenntendent said she is 
thankful for as tlie calendar 
ye«ir comes to a dose. 

Tm ver> grateful for a sup- 
portive school committee, 
supportiv e parent community 
and wonderful students who 
conic* here every day ready to 

learn," Gitaldo said.

Colt explores the compli- 
cated dynamics of fraternal 
relationship through a com- 
pelling blend of three lenses 
- anecdotal history; persona] 
memoir and psychologi- 
cal theory. The meat of the 
Ixxik examines a range of 
male sibling relationships 
through five historical nar- 
ratives: The good brother 
and tlie bad in John and 
Edwin Wilkes Booth, the 
vicious rivalry' between 
John .and Will Kellogg; the 


mutual dependency of Theo 
and Vincent van Gogh; the 
competition that shaper! 
the Marx brothers destiny; 
and the protective “brothers 
keeper" relationship of John 
and Henry Thoreau. 

Supported by abundant 
research, Colt draws on a 
wealth of other examples of 
ironic brothers such as the 
Kennedy's, Wrights, Gersh- 
wins, DiMaggios, Capones, 
etc., to further illustrate the 
complex and challenging 
social bonds of male siblings.

The historic structure 
was built in 1900 by 
Charles West as a general 
store and served as the tri- 
town library from 1907 to 
the 1960s. It was assessed 
at $544,000, according to 
assessors* records. 

Karin Gorman bought 
the building in 1994 and 
turned it into her Antique 
Emporium, attracting 
customers from near and 
far over the course of 20 
years. She was planning to 
close on the building's sale 
in March.

Officials try to 
combat overdosing 

The recent fatal heroin 
overdose of a Cohasset 
resident has town offi- 
cials evaluating how to 
address what seems to lie 
a statewide epidemic, as 
the number of suspected 
heroin overdose deaths in 
Massachusetts surged over 
the past four months. 

There were 60 reported 
heroin overdose deaths 
in Norfolk county last 
year, and 12 so far in 
2014. Added to that list 
is the Monday, March 3 
deatli of a 30-year-old 
Cohasset man, who died 
from a heroin overdose 
in Brockton. He was the 
seventh person to die of a 
suspected heroin overdose 
in Brockton in just 17 days, 
according to published 
reports. 

Cohasset Acting Police 
Chief William Quigley said 
that there have been three 
opiate overdoses in Cohas- 
set since the start of the 
year, none of which were 
fatal. "Thankfully these 
people were transported 
to the hospital, and they're 
well now" said Quigley. 

The recent death of 
a resident serves as "a 
reminder we're part of 
something bigger," he 
added. "We’re committed 
to being proactive about 
prevention, intervention 
and enforcement."

Water Commissioner 
Leonora Jenkins is speak- 
ing out against pollution 
in the Ell ms Meadow well 
field, raising the matter 
during a recent Board of 
Selectmen meeting. 

“Some of the selectmen 
were unaware that the 
neighborhood was dump- 
ing their yard waste and 
brush on the town prop- 
erty," Jenkins explained 
in an email. "I indicated 
that this has been a prob- 
lem for a very long time 
and with the well field 
just being reopened [on 
March 26] that provides 
at least 20 percent of the 
town’s water supply, we 
would like to alleviate this 
problem."

Kennedy garnered the 
highest number of votes, 
with 1455, while Koed 
pulled in 900 votes. This 
w ill be Kennedy’s second 
three-year term; Koed 
was running for his sixth. 
McCarthy, an attorney 
who resigned his post its 
Governance Committee 
chair when he announced 
his campaign for select- 
men, won 1245 votes, the 
second highest of the three 
selectmen candidates. 


Memorial Day: A 
week of honoring 
veterans 


Election: Will bullet 
voting affect 
outcome? 


Memorial Day may be 
only one day (Monday, 
May 26), but in Cohasset 
it’s a weeklong celebra- 
tion of veterans and their 
service. 

The tradition hits been 
going strong in Cohasset 
for decades, led by the 
Wigmore family. Hus- 
band and wife team Tom 
Wigmore and his wife 
Deirdre, who respectively 
head up the Sons of the 
American Legion and the 
Women’s American Legion 
Auxiliary, have been spear- 
heading the celebration for 
years. 

Wigmore, who shared 
that he recently turned 50, 
said he has been help- 
ing his father, Steve, with 
Memorial Day “since I was 
a little kid." 

Over the years, the event 
evolved from a single 
parade to a week of activi- 
ties around town. 

“It’s gotten bigger and 
better," said Wigmore, 
allowing more time to 
honor veterans. “Instead of 
one day, they get the whole 
week - that’s how it should 
be." 


Voting is a hallmark of 
American democracy, and 
with many close races in 
the past, Cohasset seems 
to exercise this right well.

The practice of “bullet 
voting" concerns the 
selectmen candidates, as 
voting for only one candi- 
date when there are two 
choices takes away votes 
from the other candidates. 

McCarthy, an attorney, 
called the practice an 
affront on democracy. 
“Anyone w ho is asked to 
bullet vote for a particu- 
lar candidate should be 
insulted, to say the least," 
he said, adding that any 
candidate asking voters 
to do so “does not under- 
stand or respect our 
Constitutionally-protected 
voting process.

Cohasset Town Meet- 
ing plowed through 29 
warrant articles in just 
under four hours on 
Monday, April 28... The

WOES 

The state rolled out 
its first health exchange 
website as part of the

purchase health iasur- 
ance. The fallout from the 
IT failure became a major 
storyline for the following 
year, as Gov.

8 ROSENBERG’S 
WOBBLY RISE TO 
POWER 

It was two summers 
ago when Senate Majority 
leader Stanley Rosenberg, 
an Amherst Democrat, 
made a decisive move to 
sew up the support of a 
majority of his colleagues 
and declared himself the 
Senate president-in-wait- 
mg. Yet once that w as over, 
Rosenberg faded back into 
his role as top advisor to 
Senate President Therese 
Murray, doing little over 
the course of the past N ear 
to upstage or undermine 
her leadership, which after 
eight years is winding to an 
end. As his expected rise to 
power became more immi- 
nent, Rosenberg began to 
quietly hold meetings with 
fellow senators and advo- 
cates seeking advice, input 
and feedback about how 
he might lead the Senate 
and where he should put 
his focus in the new' year. 
Then came the headlines 
over the past several weeks 
that have given Rosenberg 
his first challenge. Driven 
by reporting in the Boston 
Globe, Rosenberg’s rela- 
tionship with his younger 
boyfriend Bryon Hefner 
has come under scrutiny 
after Hefner was reported 
to be behind a Twitter feed 
that mocked Murray, and 
other senators privately 
complained that 1 lefner 
wits involving himself into 
Senate* business. So far, 
Rosenberg s supporters 
have held firm, with the

Fate of vernal pools and their inhabitant

Vernal pools are ubiquitous 
features of the New England 
environment. The textbook 
definition according to the 
Fish and Game Department 
states that they provide valu- 
able breeding habitat for a 
large variety' of amphibians, 
which complete their life cycle 
in the surrounding uplands 
and forests. Vernal pools may 
vary in size, shape and loca- 
tion and typically appear year 
after year in the same loca- 
tion except during extremely 
dry years. They are, particu- 
larly during the late summer 
months, difficult to notice, 
therefore identification and 
documentation are vital to 
protecting vernal pools. 

In his planned CSCR lec- 
ture, Dr. Schwarz states that 
although vernal pools are 
common our knowledge of 
function and relatedness 
across the landscape is weak. 

They' are inadequately studied 
and unappreciated by the lay 
and scientific community' due 
to the assumption that these 
extremely shallow habitats are 
biologically important only to 
amphibians and perhaps fairy' 
shrimp. These assumptions 
are largely untested because 
of how we see these pools 
and even how we speak about 
them. During his presenta- 
tion, Dr. Schwarz will try to 
demonstrate to the audience 
that these habitats are com- 
plex relative to the small size 
of most of their inhabitants. 

Size matters, and the large 
number of species living in 
these pools experience their 
world in a dramatically dif- 
ferent way than we imagine. 

To all friends of vernal 
pools, an important result of 
Dr. Schwarz’ research is that 
there is a lack of geographical 
pattern in the distribution of 
most vernal pool species. This 
result supports the hypoth- 
esis that many invertebrate 
inhabitants of vernal pools 
disperse poorly. The conse- 
quence to conservationists is 
that each vernal pool acts as 
an island for poorly dispers- 
ing species and preservation 
of the habitats is critical in a 
landscape that is increasingly 
fragmented. 

Dr. Schwarz is a marine 
biologist and grew up in St 
Louis. He always loved sci- 
ence and became interested in 
water at an early age, altliough 
he never saw the ocean until 
he started his higher educa- 
tion at Long Beach State.
